COUNTY NEWs. 


Magistrate Cloak Telis About the 


Finding of Some Relics and 
Curiosities. 


Mr. J. Cleak, of Bancroft, writes as 
follows to the Ontario last week : 

Specimens of Indian utensils, such as 
stone hammers and arrow. heads, the 
latter made with wonderful care and 
ingenuity, being formed out of sharp, 
thin, hard, flint-rock, and other stone 
implements of unknown use, together 
with iron axes or tomahawks,have been 
accidently found in this district, but 
until the last year or two nothing _par- 
ticular on a large scale has been met 
with, except the discovery on the shores 
of that fine lake known in the maps as 
Wishlamacoon, but called by the In- 
dians Wistiminacoon, meaning a rocky 
island lake,situated partly in the County 
of Hastings and partly in the County of 
Addington. Here,in a high bluff plain, 
were exposed by the actions of the bush 
fires, a great number of calcined human 
remains, and a tradition exists that a 
battle was fought by two hostile tribes 
about 150 years ago. They were first 
met with by the river drivers who found 
and carried off numerous curiosities and 
relics which ought to have been placed 
in some museum. 


A second discovery was made a few 
weeks since by two settlers living in the 
neighborhood of another fine lake in 
North Hastings known as Baptists lake, 
the Indian name of which is Cinada- 
waunic ; these men were employed in 
running the dividing line between their 
respective farms, when they discovered 
a number of mounds evidently artificial, 
that led them to suppose they might be 
the sepulture of some of the original 
possessors of their land; and on examin- 
ation they found their surmises to be 
correct, and many an foteresting relic 
was exhumed by them. On referring 
to the Indians yet resident on, this 
lake, no traditions exist among them 
to throw any light as to the people lying 
interred on this spot, and the articles 
found indicated that scarcely, if at all 
had any intercourse been formed with 
Europeans ; but what is further cono- 
boration of the fact is, that a large pine 
tree was growlmg over the grave of one 
whore the greatest number of articles 
were found, who was probably the 
Agamemnon of the tribe. We examin- 
ed some of these relics and were parti- 
cularly interested in the skull of the 
above named hero, which was in the 
possession of Dr. Beeman, of Bancroft. 
The doctor thought he had been slain 
perhaps in battle, as the skull was 
apparently tractured on the top of the 
head. It wasin a tolerable state of 
preservation, sufficiently perfect to show 
the cranial development, and that he 
was a young man approaching the prime 
of life, as the teeth remaining were 
sound and not greatly worn, The 
region of the forehead or perceptives 
was well developed but low and totally 
unintellectual, affording sufficient rea- 
soning powers for a cunning mind, but 
bo more. The rest of the head harm- 
onized with ‘this character as those 
organs attributed to secretiveness, cau- 
tion, combativeness, etc. were domin- 
nant, whilst the great excess of the 
brain would lay in the baseshowing the 
owner to have been more animal than 
mar. The next article in the doctor's 
possession was a stone implement like a 
large gauge or round chisel, and it is 
supposed to have been used for scraping 
or dressing hides, the next thing was an 
iron spear head with a shank about 
eight inches in length, probably a fish 
spear. Next we have several arrow 
heads roughly cut out of sheet copper 
large for the purpose, but it appeared to 
be unfinished. Then there were some 
curious pipes one, highly finished per 
fect and polished of an elongated round 
shape, made out ofa kind of marble 
much resembling the present meers- 
chaum ; another was amailer in size,but 
neatly made of a substance like a petri- 
faction ; the next was a pipe of si 
design with a long stem with a high 
bowl, shaped like a miniature battle 
ment or a turret of a dark brown stone; 
the next article was an earthenware 
vase round and gracefully shaped, and 
partly filled with blue and white glass 
beads.

On arriving in Berlin I was given an im- 
mediate audience with the Emperor, and 
asked him for the protection of the Germaa 
flag in"Shantung, which is a province in the 
northern part of China. On the seventh 
audience he granted my request, and 
word was telegraphed to the commander of 
the German forces in China to send a force 
of armed men into the Shantung district and

** While travelling from village to village 
oy in the Shantung district I preached one after- 
noon in a place of fally 1,000 people. While 
conducting the services I was roughly seized 
by four big Chinese and borne to 4 place 
outside the gates of the town.

When a spot was 
reached that suited them they put me down.

‘*T refused to go away, 80 they hung me

Chins we missionaries follow the styles and 
dress of the country in every particular—so 
whenh my queue was to the tree I hung 
by my hair, part of which was pulled out by 
the roots.

had gone in search of missing husbands, 
fathers or brothers, wives, mothers or sisters, 
as the case might be, for representatives of 
the majority of the best families of Bale left 
there to attend the musical festival. Wives 
brought homethe bedies of their husbanda, 
and husbands brought home the bodies of 
their wives and children. Several families 
were practically wiped out of existence by 
the disaster, the full extent of which is not 
known even at this time. Bale is now a city 
of mourning, a place of the dead and a 
scene of bitter desolation. Nearly every 
family in the city may be said to have been 
touched by the calamity, for those families 
who have not actually lost ene of their 
members have dear friends or acjuaintances 
either among the dead or among those who 
are mourning the loss of relatives. Those 
who are not afflicted in the manner describ- 
ed are either nursing wounded relatives or 
sympathising with those who have friends 
among the wounded. ‘The latter include so 
many serious injuries that each hour records 
another death and another case in which 
the physicians give up all hope of saving the 
patient'slife. KHverything that thelocal and 
municipal authorities can do to help the 
wounded, resover the dead or dssist those 
who bave been plunged into distress by the 
fearful wreck, is being done. Clergymen, 
priests and physicians, a large force of troops 
and firemen, and scores of vehicles and am- 
bulances have been despatched to the scene 
of the disaster. The troops and firemen are 
busily engaged in removing the wreckage, 
recovering the bodies of the dead and trans- 
porting the wounded to their homes in Bale 
or to the hospital. The physicians and 
ministers of all denominations are ae 
noble work in ministering to the woundec 
and in comforting the bereaved. The 
neighborhood of the collapsed bridge 
resembles in many features the after epi- 
sodes of a battle. specially was this the 
case during the night, when the river banks 
were illuminated by huge fires built up of fir 
trees. The troops and firemen work unceas- 
ingly, dragging the river for the-dead,and 
keep a cordon around the spots where it was 
not advieable toadmitthe crowd of people 
flocking about the broken bridge from every 
village in the canton for the dreadful news. 
The total number of persons who lost their 
lives by thedisasteris now placed at 120, with 
hundreds more or less injured.

GREATEST OF THE OLD sLAYERA 


Traces S111] Found of the Big Reta bitch 
Ment of Pealre Hlaare. 


A rovent visitor to the Gallinas River, on 
the west coast of Africa, fost north of 
Liberia, says a great many traces yet exist 
of the large establishments maintqined by 
Pedro Blanco, when he was meking hia 
enormous fortune in the «ive trade, fifty 
yearsags. The story of Pedro Blanes ma 
remarkable one. Of the hundred of ie 
who for three centuries cnyaged in 
African slave trade, the Spaniard, Po oo 
Blaavo, towered above them all in the ex 
tent and success of his operations. 

Pei a waa a iran of gic geo 

e was born at Malaga, in, of 
family, and had exvellens ein i his 
youth. He chose, however, to embark in 
& disreputable business, because he saw in 
it the prospects of a great fortune. At first 
he commanded a slave ship running from 
West Africa vo the West Indies, where he 
sold his slaves. After a fow years he 
established himself in Africa, at the mouth 
of the Gallinas River, for the purpose of 
accumulating the cargoes there which his

were to carry to all parts of the West Indies 
and the South American coast. In 1836 
Captain Canot visited Pedro Blanco and 
wrote the best description of hia establish- 
ment that we have. It was written, how- 
ever, in the blunt style of a sailor, and 
undoubtedly he omitted a great many in- 
teresting details, 

He said as he entered the river, and 
pushed upward among the many islands, he 
was astonished at the great paina the Span- 
iara had taken to avoid being su ae 
cruisers, which were constantly on the alert 
to capture slaving vessels. He saw at least 
20 watch towers made of high piles, 
ed oa sun and rain and ensiling the 
watchmen to observe the sea at a ct | t of 
from 60 to 100 feet above the ground. A 
number of these watch towers were fixed in 
lofty trees. Each watchman had a power- 
ful spyglass, with which he was continually 
sweeping the horizon, Then there were 
other towers extending into the interior, 
within signalling distance of one another, 
Upon the appearance in the offing of a hos- 
tile sail, the news was telegraphed by sig- 
nalsina few minutes from the coast for 
miles into the interior, and thus Pedro 
Blanco and his agents wero instantly 
informed that there was danger in the air. 
Then there. was a tes hustling of the 
hundreds of slaves who filled the great trad- 
ers’ baracoous, or slave sheda, into the man- 
grove swamps, or

of their presence being detected. If the 
vossels sent a few boat loads of men ashore 
they found nothing in the sheds except bales 
of harmless merchandise, and Pedro Blanco 
was ready to receive them with the blandest 
of smilesand an apparently very hearty 
welcome, assuring them that he was glad to 
receive visits from le of his own color, 
that he had quit slaving for a living, and 
was now in legitimate commerce, and he 
hoped that they would come to see him 
often. At that very time he would probably 
have 2,000 or 3,000 alaves outin the swam 
The slave chasers could find ne proof of 
nefarious business, and off they would go 
to seck their prey in other directions. = - 

In a similar way the news was communi-

It is wonderful that growth is made b 
— under the long continued light of the 
summer, notwithstanding the ron 
attains no great elevation atove the horizon. 
The light, such as it is, is almost constant 
for weeks together, ard t iis constancy makes 
up, in great part, for the shortness of the 
season. It is to be kept in mind, also, that 
the Bee of vegetation is not wholly de- 
pei dent upon the heat rays of the sun. 

This becomes evident from the fact that 
wheat, for example, will grow in soil that, 
even in midsuromer, is not thawed more 
than a foot below the surface. The limits 
of cultivation toward the pole are noticed in 
one of Mr. Vincent's booka of travel. 

In Siberia, — ceases at sixty de- 
grees of north latitude, but in Norway oats 
ripen ander sixty-nine degrees, rye a half 
degree, and barley a whole degree further 
north. “In Finmark the summer heat is in- 
tense, and daylight is continuous for ten 


The rapid growth of vegetation in Finmark 
is almost incredible. During the short sum- 
mer crops are sown, ripened and harvested. 
At has been found by experiment that in 
latitude sixty-five d north, barley will 

rrow two and cmne-hedl laches, and peas three 

ches in the twenty-four hours for veveral 
consecutive days. beskey is harvested in 
ten weeks after being sown. 

‘At Hamerfest, in latitude seventy de- 
grees and forty minutes north, the grass 
grows underneath the snow, and hay is 
made ina month after the snow has left the 
fields. Here the Scotch fir flourishes vigor- 
ously, sometimes reaching an altitude of 
eighty feet. Bota little further east in this 
same latitude, in winter, mercury and even 

frequently freeze in the open air. . 

A Norwegian scientist has been engaged 
for thirty years in making experiments to 
determine the effects to the midnight san, 
during the Scandinavian summers, on the 
whéat and other grain crops. The conclu- 
sion he reaches is that wheat, corn and 
other seeds imported from a warm- 


‘er clime, when cultivated under this unin- 


termittent sunlight, become hardier as well 
48 larger, and are better able to resist ex. 
cessive cold, The colors of these grains are 
a changed to a richer and dark- 
er nue, 

These are not the only variations that 

lants undergo by exposure toa night and 
Sey sun. 1d and cultivated fruits, ripen- 
ed in northern lands, have a much livelier 
aroma and flavor than the same fruits grown 
under more southern skies. That is parti- 
eularly observable in the small fruits that 
are so grateful in the early part of the warm 
season, 

The experiments of this Norwegian scien- 
tist derive double interest from the recent 
inquiries of Doctor Siemens, illustrating the 
power of the electric light when applied to 
plants and vegetables to quicken and in- 
vigorate their growth. The two investiga- 
tions, though entirely independent, have fed 
to the same scientific result. 


Oampbeltown Diseased Meat Oase. 


A Mr. Duncan Perritt of Glasgow writes 
as follows tothe Meat Trade’s Journal :— 

Dean Srr,—In reading over your Journal 
of the 16th inst. I find you there give an 
account of the tuberculosis case tried in the 
Central Police Court, Glasgow, before 
Stipendiary Gemmel, who, after hearing 
the evidence, imposed a fine of £20 or two 
months’ imprisonment. ‘This being the 
first case tried under the new Public Health 
Act passed for Glasgow, itis but right a 
few comments on the case should be made. 
The carcase of beef in question was seized 
in Campbeltown, a town in Argyleshire, a 
long way distant from Glasgow, and entire- 
iv out of the jurisdiction of Glasgow, by 
the Superintendent of Police there, who 


called in Dr. Gordon of that town to examine 


the carcase, who condemned itas being unfit 
for human food. Asking the defender what 
he was going to do with it, he replied that 
being dissatisfied with their decision, he 
was going to sénd it up to Glasgow to get 
it inspected there. It appears the Superin- 
tendent and Dr. Gordon consented to this, 
for they allowed him to doso. Immediately 
after they must have taken a remorse of 
conscience, for they at once telegraped to 
the Greenock authorities to seize it, but 
they refused to interfere. They then tele- 
graphed to the sanitary authorities in Glas- 
gow todo so, which they did, and who

Agrioultural Notes. 


The statement made in the British House 
of Commons by Mr. Chaplin, Minister of 
Agriculture, in regard to the recent deten- 
tion of Canadian cattle is briefly as follows : 
—~T wo cargoes of cattle were landed about 
noon on May 24, 603 from the steamship 
Haronand 309 fromthe steamship Mongolian, 
and placed in the same shed, Upon inspec- 
tionone beast wasfourd badly affected with 
some form of lung disease. The inspector 
telegraphed next day to the department 
that he had detained the cattle, and sent the 
lungs for examination to London. Upon 
the 26th—the day afterwards—the lungs 
were examined, and the animals were re- 
leased about noon on the same day, that is 
to pay, after being detained for 48 hours, 
All cattle coming from free countries, of 
which Canada is one, are detained by the 
orders which have been in force for many 
years, for not less than 12 hours for inspec- 
tion, and very nor for 24.

A moth or butterfly is said to have be- 
come so troublesome and destructive in a 
forest in Bavaria that it was nece to 
destroy it.

This was found ex- 
pensive and ineffective, so enormous fly- 
papere were tried. These also had no ap- 
preciable result. Finally, it is said, an 
electric search light in connection with a 
blowing fan was designed. The insects are 
attracted by the light amd fly near the 
lantern ; they are then drawn into the suc- 
tion pipe by the sir draught and carried to 
a sort of mill which mixes them with a little 
flour, The resulting compound is then used 
fer poultry food,

instead of Chinese tea, which they are said 
to pproach very closely in flavor. An ad- 
dition of young bramble and woodruff leaves 
is said to add to the flavor.

Whether Sergius Stepniak the Nihilist 
can be relied upon to furnish American read- 
ers with an impartial account of the Czar’s 
dealings with his Jewish subjects is a ques- 
tion, But there can be no doubt that Step. 
niak is well acquainted with the condition of 
the Jewish people in the centres of Russian 
population, from that point of view it 
is interesting to know what he has to say on 
the subject. Some writers would have the 
readers of English, French and American 
newspapers believe that the Jews are in a 
large measure themselves responsible for the 
persecution which is being carried out against 
them. Stepniak removes that impres- 
sion at allevents. Instead of the majority 
of Hebrews amassing riches by the practice 
of usury, he tells us that most of them live 
in extreme poverty, while the ‘ paternal 
Government” never interferes but to 
them into utter despair by pretty tyranny 
extortions, and so forth. Stepniak, strange- 
ly enough, takes the ground that the truly 
patriotic who is nothing if not a 
pillar of the Greek church, the pre- 
sent anti-Semitic i ¢ would make 
the Government e responsible and re- 
deem the pee his country-men from 

shame of carrying on a religious presecu- 
tion. .

Belleville's Big Bridge. 


The Lads Lise neer last week issued a 
very creditable “Bridge Edition,”giving. | 


a full and complete description of the 
great bridge spaning the Bay of Quinte 
that was completed a few weeks ago at 
Belleville,as well as portraits of leading 
citizens who were chigfly identified with 
the undertaking. The following par 
ticulars will be interesting -—The long 
bridgo which has just been opened 
across the Bay of Quinte, at Belleville, 
connecting the counties of Hastings and 
Prince Edward, cost nearly $100,000 
and is the longest highway bridge in 
Candda. With its embankment ap- 
proaches it. stretches 2,913 feet, the 
length of the bridge proper being 1,871 
feet, There are thirteen steel spans of 
68 feet each, two of 148 feet each, one 
of 68 feet, and one draw span of 238 
foet. The structure was first projected 
in 1873, and soundings having been 
taken, it was‘estimated that a wooden 
bridge would cost $125,000. As it was 
thought impossible to raise thisYamount 
the pfoject was dropped and was not 
taken np again until 1886. In the 
following year the present company 
obtained its charter, and in August, 
1889, the work of construction was be- 
gun. Belleville will doubtless reap 
great benefit from the opening of this 
direct highway of communication with 
the rich Prince Edward peninsula.

Perhaps few of all these passers care to 
recall the fact that Champlain retreated to 
Tadousac after the starving fort of Quebec 
was first taken by Kirke. But nearly eve 
one will straggle into the old church, built 
in the nineteenth century, containing amon 
its venerated objects an image of the chil 
Jesus presented by Louis XLV. 

Soundings at the mouth of the Saguenay 
reveal the fact that its bed is far below the 
bed of the river into which it flows. St. 
Lawrence water is limped blue green. The 
waterof the Saguenay,swelling and billowing 
around a steamer, looks black as ink, except 
when the sunlight strikes through its salty 
moStles or where it foams like shear ale upon 
its own pebbles, 

This mountain locked gulf is by no means 
& river of islands like the St. Lawrenco. It 
lies smooth, deep, savagely dark, glassing 
heights whose shadows creep out until they 
nearly cover the surface. Neither is it fuil 
of ports. There are no breaks and bays and 
covers for convenient landing until that 
huge square side lake called Ha Ha Bay is 
reached. Well might the first explorers 
burst iuto a shouting laugh when they found 
this splendid opening among cliffs. It lets 
you out of Saguenay into an entirely new 
northern world. 

The Quebec steamer making the voyage of 
the Saguenay only stopsat Ha Ha Bay once, 
either ascending or descending the river, If 
your steamer puts you in there in the 
morning, it will not take you off in the after- 
noon when returning from Chicoutimi—the 
limit of navigation. Entering Ha Ha Bay 
is leaving the Saguenay miles behind. It is 
a good experience to come up river in the 
night, lie suspended from earth in fogs until 
the sun winds them all up, and then dis- 
cover and possess yourself of that paradise,

Grass grows in the scams of their 
rock-paved sides, A trout stream called 
Ha Ha River descends over stones from the 
west, And as svon as you land the woods 
odor of blueberries meets you—not suc 
blueberries as come to market, all bruised 
and bleeding their freshness away, but the 
Virgin fruit, each berry yet inits veil of 
mist, ahugh complete globe.

** The Japanese question is going to be 
the great 
Lyman I. Mowry the other day. ** It will 
be a far harder problem to solve than the 
Chinese question, To regulate the latter 
there are special laws, but in tho case of 
the former the immigration is unrestricted. 
Some people say that the Japanese is the 
more ‘desirable of the two classes of 
ple; that the Japenese assimilates and 
adopts our habits and customs. While 
that may be the case, the Chinese has the 
more intelligence and makes a far superior 
servant. If we must have cheap labor, to 
the exclusion of Americana, the Chinese 
laborer is more desirable than’ the Japan- 
ese. 


“Ths Chinese are going home all the 
time and very feware returning. There 
are, therefore, none for hire in the vine- 
yardsand orchards of the State. The big 
vineyardists and orchardist must have cheap 
labor, and the Japanese are coming in to 
fill the bill, It is these 4,000 and’ 5,000-acre 
fruit farms that bring the cheap labor to the 
exclusion of the American. Tt these large 
ranches were cut up into small holdings and 
farmed by American citizens, then the labor 
question would be solved, because each set- 
tler would be able fe farm his own plot. It 
is these holders of latge tracts of land that 
have overrun the country with cheap labor. 

** It is not, however, in the matter of farm 
work alone that the Japanese will enter into 
competition with the American, They are 
expert carpenters, bootmakers, tailors, and 
cabinetmakers. In Japan jthey earn about 
fifty cents a day, and as they will eat almost 
anything, it. does not cost much for them 
to live, consequently they will be glad to 
work in San Francisco for a slight advance 
on what they receive in Yokohama. Japan 
has hordes of poor people whose ambition is 
to raise enough money to reach America. 

‘‘When I was in Japan the so-called 
cholera was raging. It was not cholera ; it 
was starvation. The poor people were livin 
on raw fish and rotten cabanas. Several o 
them I saw cut open, and there was not an 
ounce of matter in theirstomachs. In proof 
that it was starvation, nota white or rich 
man died of the disease. In proof that 
Chinese are superior to the Japanese I will 
tell you what I saw in Yokohama. In all 
the go downs and warehouses the Japanese 
are employed, but the overseer is always a 
Chinese. 
the cashier in the stores. I only tell you 
this to show you that while the Chinese 
question was bad enough, the Japanese one 
will be far worse. 

‘There are over 5,000 Japanese in San 
Francisco, and, judging trom the manner in 
which they are flocking to Hawaii, there 
will be at least 20,000 here in five years. 
There are 17,000 Chinese in Hawaii, and it 
took twenty years for them to grow to that 
number. In five years 18,000 Japanese 
have landed in Honolulu. Once they get 
well started toward San Francisco they will 
come in droves.” 


“‘T consider the J apanese question a seri- 
ous problem,” said Collector Phelps. The 
Japanese are coming in ever-increasin 
numbers, and just how to stop them I don’t 
know. In the course of another twelve 
months I think the question will have grown 
to as grave proportions as was ever the 
Chinese. We are doing the best we can, but 
even that best does not amount to much, 
The whole matter is giving me great deal 
of worry. 1 thought f had the Chinese well 
under control, and that I was going to have 
a rest, but here crops up the Jepuness 
question, and I suppose it will take mes 
year to straighten it out.”—(San Francisco

Blind Horses, 


The way in which blind horses can go 
about withont getting into more difficulties 
than they ordinarily do is very remarkable, 
They rarely, if ever, hit their heads against 
® fence or stone wall. They will sidle off 
when they come near one. Itappears, from 
careful observation I have made, that it is 
neither shade nor shelter which warns them 
of thedanger. On an absolutely suntess and 
windless day their behavior is the same, 
Their olfactory nerves deubtless become 
very sensitive, for whendriving them the 
will poke their heads downward in searc 
of water fifty yards before they come toa 
stream crossing the roadway. It cannot be 
an abnormally developed sense of hearing 
which leads them to do this, for they will 
act alike though the water be a stagnant 
pool. Men who have been blind for any 
great length of time developed somewhat 
similar instincts to blind horses, Some one 
I find—from a fugitive paragraph going the 
round of papers aspiring to of scientific 
character—says that none of the five senses 
has anything to do with this singular per- 
ceptive power, but the impressions are made 
on the skin of the face and by it transmitted 
to the brain :and this “ unrecognized sense ” 
‘facial perception.” But possibly this per- 
ceptive power may have its origin in such 
conditions as prevail in somnambulism or in 
the hypnotic state. Are all such phenomena 
in man and horse as I have mentioned to be 
accounted for by the two words, “ facial 
peception,” if they mean anything? How- 
ever, speaking of blind horses, why should 
they cast their coats as winter comes on, 
and grow long coats at the advent of summer 
and so reverse the order which is the invar- 
iable rule in the case of horses possessed of 
perfect vision ?

The combined 
strength of the troops prepared constantly 
to defend at a few hours’ notice this eastern 
frontier is ninety-six battalions, twenty- 
three cavalry regiments, fifty-two batteries 
with 342 cannon, and seven battalions of 
fortress artillery. This force will be support- 
ed by sixteen regiments of the territorial 
army, with the accompanying ca and 
artillery, ten battalions of custom 
and sixteen companies and twenty detych- 
ments of foresters. The manning of the 
east front fortifications in time of war will 
require about 500,000 troops. The fortifica- 
tions dot the whole frontier, and consist of 
great intrenched camps and huge fortresses.

narrow one behind for the men when the 
enemy sends in the hottest fire.” 


The fort, moreover, was directed to fire 
day and night on all covers and ravines im 
which the enemy takes position, as long as 
the enemy does not answer. When the 
enemy begins the bombardment the fort 
should cease firing to bring its guns into 
the casement so as to preserve itself from 
the unequal conflict against the concentrated 
fire of the enemy’s batteries. During the 
bombardment only the wounded and ill 
should remain in the tort proper ; the active 
combatants should be kept for safety in the 
narrow deep trenches already mentioned, 
and should be occupied with filling sand 
bags. ® 
As 4 precaution against surprises Gen. Pier- 
ron further regommends the burial near the 
surface of grenades, in case the torpedoes 
are exhausted, before and on the flanks of 
the fort. At night wires with bells attached 
to them are to be strung across all a 
proaches, and fires are to be lighted at a 
scure points, not only to reveal an advanci 

arty, but also to mislead the enemy’s artil- 
erists. Every evening the damage to the 
fortifications is to be oo by filling the 
holes with sand-bags. As soon as the firing 
of the enemy’s artillery shall cease the fort 
is to resume ita fire. 

When the fort shall have been reduced to 
extremities by the hostile fire or by lack of 
food the garrison shall at once prepare to 
destroy the armament and the walls before 
negotiations shall be opened with the enemy, 
80 that only # ruin shall fall into the hostile 
hands. Special care in the destruction of 
the railway leading to the fort is recom- 
mended also by Gen. Pierron. 


First Use of False Tecth. 


The last thing one would expect to find 
in use among the ancients is false teeth. 
Yet recent excavations in old Roman ceme- 
teries have elicited the fact that those 
mysterious ple, the Etruscens, replaced 
the loss of their own teeth by the insertion 
of those of animals fastencd in their places 
by means of small gold bands, which latter- 
ly gave place to the “eles te plate. Five 
hundred years before the Christian era gold 
was used for stopping the teeth and for 
holding the teeth in position, but though 
research tells us that the Egyptians had a» 
thorough knowledge of the diseases of the 
teeth and the treatment of the same, we can- 
not trace the date of their first introduction 
into England. We find, however, in the 
** Mathematical Jewel,” published in 1585, 
of Sir John Blagrave having hada scot of 
ivory teeth inserted and fixed by a gold 
late. A century and a halfago goldsmiths 
did the work of dentists in making and 
cleaning artificial teeth.

of the state. Prof. funt wrote to Prof. 
James W. Robertson, the distinguished 
dairy commissioner of the Dominion of 
Canada, for information in regard to the 
method of cultivation and harvesting in 
Canada. By permission, Prof. Robertson’s 
reply to the questions asked, is given to the 
readers of Our Grange Homes, together 
with a short abstract by Prof. Hunt, of 
some of the experiments referred to. The 
questions asked will be sufficiently disclosed 
by the nature of the reply. Prof. Robertson 
BAYS : 

cf Dear Sir: Ihave your letter of the 
20th inst. By this mail I send you a copy 
of the report of the experimental farm On 
page 33 you will find a few notes on our ex- 
periments with peas last year. Black-eyed 
marrowfats, Golden Vine and Maltiplier 
have all prover to be good varieties, Pre- 
vious experiments have led me to the con- 
clusion that on a loamy, fairly rich soil three 
bushels to the acre will give the best re- 
sults. 

We sow peas soon after the soil is in con- 
dition for the grain crops as it is practicable 
to get the work done. 

We prefer sowing by one of the force feed 
seed drills. 

A common pr ictice for harvesting in this 
country is by the use of a sulky rake, one 
end of the rake only being used in order 
that the horse may not be compelled to walk 
upon the peas whereby a quantity of them 
would be shelled. Some farmers pull the 

8 with a scythe in the old-fashioned way. 
Ve use a pea harvester attachment which 
may be adjusted to the cutting plate of any 
ordinary mower or reaper. I have found pea 
| meal to be an extra nutritious feed in the 
‘form of grain. In the making of butter it 
\ is excellent to the extent of one-third part 
of the grain ration of milking cows. In the 
making of pork I have found it to increase 
the fineness of the lard and also to give a 
larger percentage of lean meat than is ob- 
tained by feeding corn.

Ohanging Waste to Profit. 


It pays to bestow labor in thosedirections 
where a saving can be effected ora waste 
‘siya gt How many piles of rubbish may 

found that should not exist will only be 
known when the effort is made to get rid of 
them. The simple matter of obliterating all 
traces of the rubbish (or any kind of waste 
or filth), not only adds something to the at- 
tractiveness of the farm, but they _be 
converted into something useful and bene- 
ficial. When it is considered that nearly 
everything produced on the the farm is from 
materials that are often the pest houses of 
disease, as well as of the vilest filth, convert- 
ed through the agency of plants, assisted by 
warmth, airand sunshine into substances 
that give health and subsistance to man and 
animalsit is no loss to apply labor to the 
removal of all kinds of wastes for the pur- 
pose of utilizing them as plant foods. 


Every weed left on the ground, and all | 


portions of a plant exposed on the surface, 
undergo decomposition as surely as if buried 
or por under. During the Foverees 
of decomposition certain plants eliminate 
odors and gases that are as disagreeable 
and injurious as some aninal substances, 
Disinfectants do not always destroy the 
substances, but disgtise the odor. The 
proper mode is toutilize the waste matter by 
clearing it away and placing in the manure 
heap, where its composition will be changed 
and some service procured from it as 
fertilizer fot some crop. A dead animal in a 
compost heap is of value, and does rot 
readily pollute the atmosphere, but a dead 
animal in the fields is a disgusting sight and 
a feast for carrion birds, In the field it is 
being wasted, but properly composted, or 
made into fertilizer in some preferred 
manner, it assists in adding to the profits. 

The drains from the tamily pump may be 
the very sources of disease, as decomposition 
is hastened by moisture, and a covered ceas- 
pool or receptacle for house refuse may be 
menaces to the family, though no outward 
signs are detected. The convertion of all 
waste matter intomanure induces cleanliness 
and this rule is one that should not be put 
into practice occasionally but constantly. 
The profits of the farm are in the manure, 
and the annual loss to farmers by not utiliz- 
ing the waste product of the farms is 
enormous. There is a profit in cleanliness 
while the health of the family and the thrift 
of the animals is promoted. 


Roots and Ensilage. 


Prof. Huxley recently advised a friond 
of farm education to beware of too much 
abstract or college teaching for young farm- 
ers. He says he would have farmers take 
advantage of the innumerable hints which 
Dame Nature is continually giving to those 
who live in contact with her.

Cases of poisoning due to meat which. 
seemed thoroughly wholesome have occur- 
red, and have remained unexplained. In 
Revue @ Hygiens, M. Bourrier, Inspector of 
Meat for Paris, describes his experiments 
with meat impregnated with tobacco smoke. 
Some thin slices of beef were exposed for a 
considerable time to the fumes of tobacco, 
and afterwards offered toa dog which had 
been deprived of food for twelve hours, The 
dog, after smelling the meat, refused to eat 
it. Some of the meat was then cut into 
small pieces and concealed within bread, 
This the dog ate with avidity, but in twenty 
minutes commenced to display the most 
distressing symptoms, and soon died in 
great agony, All sorts of meat, . both 
raw and corked, some grilled, roasted, and 
boiled, were exposed to tobacco amoke and 
then given to animals, and in all aig <A 
ducsdparaxpheige of acute poisioning. Even 
the process of boiling could not extract 
from the meat the nicotine Grease 
and similar subetances have facilities of 
absorption in proportion with their fineness 
and fluidity. Fresh killed meat is more 
readily impregnated; and stands in order of 
susceptibility as follows—pork, veal, rabbit, 
poultry, beef, mutton, horse. The effect 
also varies considerably according to the 
quality of tobacco. All these experiments 
would seem to denote that great care should 
be taken not to allow smoking where 
foods, especially moist foods, such as meats, 
fats, and certain fruits, are exposed.—

“ Hundreds of calves die annually, or are 
stunted in growth by this scourge and it

A Rare And Costly Metal. 


Didymium, says Jron, is the rarest metal 
in the world, and its present market price, 
if one may thus term the quotation of an 
article that never appears on the market, 
is £900 per lb. The next costliest metal is 
barium, an element belonging to the alkaline 
earth group ; its value is £750. Beryliam, 
or glucinum, a metallic substance found in 
the beautiful beryl, is quoted at £675. 
Yttrium, a rare metal of the boron-alumini-. 
um group, so called because first noticed at 
Ytterby, in Sweden, is stated to be worth 
at present £450 per lb. Niobium, or colum- 
bium, a name suggestive of the American

CANADIAN RAILWAYS. 

On the 30th of June, 1890, Canada 
had 13,256 miles of railway finished 
and jn operation, says the Hamilton 
Spectator. This was about one mile to 
wach 375 inhabitants. But the track 
‘was laid on 4,004 miles. At present 

there are 5,000 miles of actual con- 
structed railway in the Dominion, or 
as many as the United States had in 
1853. Canada ie still exceeded in mile- 
bad the United States, Great Britain, 
ce, Germany, Austria-Hungary and 
Russia, while India is about equal with 
us, But we are rapidly pushing for- 
- ward to a position of equalities with all 
these countries except the United States. 

The railways cost $786,447,811, or 
$56,174 per mile, or about $157 for 
each man, woman or child in the Dom- 
inion. Nearly $340,000,000 of this 
gum was capital stock, $267,000,000 

bonded debt and $190,000,000 was the 
gift of the Dominion, provincial or muni- 
cipal government.

Contributed to Tae Raview by Mies Jennie Rollins, 
Madoc . 


The minds of many in Canada have been | 
turned recently to the great National Educa- 
tional Association Convention, held in the | 
city of Toronto, July 14th to 17th inclusive, | 


For the past two or three months the lo-al 
committee had worked very hard to make all 
necessary preparations for the entertainment 
of the great number ot American visitors 
that were expected, and fears were entertain - 
ed as to the ruccess of the undertaking, but 
their efforta were highly appreciated, and 
was & success in every way. 

On Tuesday, the first day, there were about 
eight thousand teachers in the city from Can- 
ada and the different states of the Republic. 
A heavy rain fell all forenoon, but in spite 
of bad weather, at abont three o'clock in the 
afteynoon the large building in which the 

eleeme waa given wos crowded to the door, 
and many had to stand. Addresses of wel- 
come were given by several prominent ‘men, 
a whom were Hon. G. W. Rosa, Minia- 
ueation, Rev. Dr. Allison of Nova 
Seotia, E. P. Rexford cf Quebec, Principal 
Grant of Kingston, and we were glad to see 
Madoc represented in. the person of Mr, Wm. 
Mackintosh, 1. P. 8 for North Hastings,twho 
welcomed them as President of the Ontario 
Teachers’ Association. 

The welcome was most hearty, and eyery- 
where the most friendly greetings were given 
to the American visitors. The building was 
decorated with flags, and wide by side all 
around hung the Union Jack and the Stars 
and Stripes. Suitable short responses were 
ee by prominent members of the N. E, 

. from different parts of the States, On 
Tuesday we had the pleasure of listening to 
a very fine paper by the eminent educator 
Francie W. Parker of Chicago, on ‘the schools 
of the future and their work.’’ He was fol- 
lowed by a discussion of the same subject by 
Inspector — of Toronto, and then fol- 
lowed a tree discussiogp by others. It was 
yery interesting and instructive. Through 
the eyening music wae given by some of 
Toronto's best talent, and it is needless .to 
say that part was very pleasing 

On Wednesday we heard State Supt. Free 
ton of Mississippi, and Supt. A. H, McKay, 
Halifax, discuss the teaching of Patriotiam. 
Then followed several short, animated dis- 
@ issions on the same subject. After Wednes 
day morning the meetings of the different 
departments were held in different places. 
In the Pavillion, Elementary Education was 
discussed ; in Association Hall, the Kinder- 
garten department; in old St. Andrews 
Church, Secondary Education ; in Northern 
Congregational Chureh, Higher Education ; 
in Noymal School, Normal department; in 
Metropolitan Church, Industrial Education ; 
in Sherbourne St. Methodist, Art, and io 
Jarvis St. Baptist, Music. 

Because of this division of the. different 
departments, it was not possible to attend 
many of the meetings, but all was so careful. 
ly arranged that you were permitted to hear 

issussions of those departments in which 
you were most interested, 

One of the best features of the Convention 
was the display of school work in two large 
rooms in the Granite rink. There were dis- 
plays of varions kinds from many of the dif. 
ferent states, and from some of the cities of 
Ontario, © The exhibit from the Toronto 
schools was very beautiful. It consisted of 
Kindergarten work of all kinds, cimena 
of penmanship, maps, &c, The milton 
exhibit was also excellent. From Brantford 
there were exhibits of the work of the blind 
children, also exhibits of the work of im- 
becile children, from the Ontario Asylum of 
Idiots. While many of the addresses and 
discussions were interesting and instructive, 
yet here, with all around the actual work of 
the schools, you seemed to realize what a 
areat work was being carried on, and the 
visitors seemed to enjoy and receive greater

Nearly All Methods of Beli-Murder Have 
Been Exhausted, 


A prominent physician who has made a 
; study of suicide said the other day : 

Why should a man kill himself? The 

opular answer is, ‘‘ Because he is crazy |” 
Seientific men easily disprove that, but are 
atill somewhat at sea in devising a better 
answer. Was the philosopher Seneca crazy 
when he entered the warm bath and opened 
his yeihs? Were all the hundreds of Romans 
who made happy despatch of themselves 
insane? Surely not. 

The Greeks rarely committed suicide, but 
at one time it was quite the fashion in Romo. 
It is the rarestof rarities for aslave tocommit 
suicide, though a slave owner often does. 
Extensive inquiry fails to develop a single 
ease of an American'negro'’s committing aui- 
cide, though there have been a few cases 
among mulattos and octoroons. Shall it be 
said, then, that the superior race is the 
suicidal ? Sutely not, for the Gréeks were at 
least the equals of the Romans. The solu- 
tion must be sought elsewhere. 

Perhaps religious belief has something to 
do with it, but it would be hard to prove it. 
One fact, however, gives us a clue ; Among 
the lowest races of mankindand in the lowest 
intellectual grades of any society suicide is 
‘practically unknown, and among the highest 
in race or culture it isextremely rare, while 
in the middle orlower middle classes it is 
most common. It is those who are midway 
on the\course, whetheras races or individuals, 
those who are in the struggle, who lose 
heart and rush unbidden into eternity, 
This is only another way of saying there 
where the battle is fiercest there are the 
most wounds and sudden deaths; those 
who have won the victory and those lying 
idle in camp and designing no struggle are 
fairly well satisfied with the situation. The 
cultured and well-to-do Philadelphian is, on 
the whole, as willing to live asthe naked 
Senegambian. 

The gauges assigned for suicide are to the 
last de curious. In many cases well-to- 
dosuicides simply allege that they are tired 
of life—the monotony of it is too much for 
them. An English gentlenian left a note 
to the effect that he was tired of “ coming 
in and going out, laying down,and getting 
up, buttoning and unbuttoning.” Lon- 
don cabman, wrote that he, had exhausted 
all the pleasure of driving in this world and 
wanted to see how they drove in the, other. 
Strange to say, love and poverty furnish the 
smallest number of cases; and mere bodily 
suffering the greatest. But the saddest 
cases are those in which a whole family dies 
together, anid of these the Salford case, 
which occurred some years ago, was the 
most mournful of all. 

Salford was a druggist’s assistant, threat- 
enced with the loss of position and poverty. 
He succeeded in gaining his wife's consent, 
as his letter said, that the “ wholecfamily 
should go together,” but she did nof want to 
know when the fatal dose was given, So he

How Insects Breaths. 

lf we take 4! moderately large insect, 
saya wasp or a hornet, we can see, even 
with the naked eye, that a series of small, 
anot-like marks run along the side of the 
body. These apparent ts, which are 
eighteen or twenty in number, are in fact 
the apertures through which air is admitted 
into the system, and are generally formed 
in such a manner that no extraneous matter 
can by any possibility findentrance. Some- 
times, says the Lutheran Observer, they are 
furnished with a pair of horny caps, which 
can be opened and closed at the will of the 
insect; in other cases they are densely, 
fringed with stiff, interlacing bristles forming 
a filter, which allows air, and air alone, to 
pass; but the apparatus, of whatever 
character it may be, isso wonderfully per- 
fect ia its action that it has been found 
impossible to injure the body of a dead 
insect with even so subtle a medium as
